GREENWOOD SCHOOL REPORT 
See 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEB. 1, 1921 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 


Greenwood: 


In the brief time that I have known the schools of this dis- 
trict I have been able to do little more than to help keep the 
schools open and get acquainted with conditions. 

The hardest school problem is to secure teachers. Owing 
to the low salary scale that has prevailed throughout the 
State an insufficient number of teachers have remained in 
the service. Even after the drive of last year many schools 
are without teachers, and more are filled with teachers that 
are below the usual standard of fitness. This is true not- 
withstanding the facts that a large number of schools have 
been closed. and combined with others and many teachers 
who had formerly retired have been persuaded to re-enter 
the service. 

The average yearly salary paid women teachers in Maine 
in 1907-08 was $215; in 1917-18, $410; in 1919-20, $560; and 
for the present year it is estimated at fully $700. This 
shows what a town is up against that has to get any 
teachers outside. 

This district made a good effort to secure all av ailable 
teachers this year. The Superintendent worked all summer 
on the problem, and yet at the opening of the Fall term 
three positions in the district were unfilled. The last was 
filled January 17th. 


Srp ge 


We have paid the lowest salary with safety as to a pros- 
pect for securing teachers; we have had a minimum school 
year, yet we have to report an overdraft. The loan of $800 
put the Town in the class for getting aid from the special 
State Equalization Fund. Aid from the regular equaliza- 
tion fund depending last year’s rates of taxation has not 
been granted. The Town has received nearly $200 less than 
last year from the ordinary State school funds. This loss 
has been due to a decrease in our school population and to 
other causes that are State-wide. 

Turning to other school problems, I will say that we have 
not been able to get the labor for building the shed planned 
‘for the Irish building. The lumber has been purchased and 
is on the spot. Other special needs in the way of repairs 
include shingling one-half of the City building and refinish- 
ing the interior of the rooms at Locke’s. 

In the eight grade system a child ought not to enter 
school until six years of age. Younger children are very 
likely to have to repeat the first year. The short school 
year is also a great handicap for doing the work in the year’s 
outline, ; 

I wish at this time to speak in hearty approval of the 
efforts of our teachers. Conditions as to discipline are very 
satisfactory. The same is generally true of the interest and 
work. We regret the irregular attendance of a few. I wish 
to thank the school board and citizens generally for their 
hearty co-operation. 

The recommendations of the Superintending School Com- 
mittee, school accounts, and school statistics follow.
